The Postal Department. 


It is more or less (he fashion nowadays to pound the post- 


oflice department for alleged faulty service. It is claimed (hat 
the service is not absolutely perfect and this is (rue, for (he cai 
postqffice is a human institution, and the work of no human 
institution has reached the slage, of absolute perfection. 


A contemporary speaks of (newpenny wise and pound fool- 


ish gentlemen who arc running the United Stales postoOice 
department into (he ground," and says Ihey should be warned 
of (lie service (hey are rendering (o the cause of private own- 
ership. "The contrast between the way Ihe mail is now han- 
dled and (he service furnished (lie public-by the telegraph, 
telephone and express companies is decidedly disadvantageous 
icrlhe government'service," says this newspaper critic. 


Possibly, yet what about the clamor (hat is occasionally 


raised in favor of government ownership of (lie telegraph, 
telephone and express business? 
There has been much of 


this in the last few years, the argument being that these busi- 
nesses could be handled much cheaper and more satisfactorily 
by the government than Ihey are by the companies. And 
(here are some who go so far as to include (he railroads as 
among (he filings that should be owned and managed by the 
government. 


The postoffice is primarily a government institution and 


(here is little probability that it will ever be taken out of (lie 
hands of the government. If there are faults in (he service 
these should be corrected as rapidly as practicable, but (he 
work should remain in the hands o'f (he government. 
It is 


true fhat most work done by the government costs more than 
il could be done for by private individuals, companies or cor- 
porations, but what these save in costs they want in profits, 
so not all of the saving would be clear gain to the public. 


.On the whole it will be well lo recognize (hat (he handling 


of the mails is properly a government function, and il will be 
equally well to cease agitation for government ownership of 
other public utilities. If is easy (o imagine (hat change means 
improvement, but (hat it fails to bring it abo*f in all cases is 
proved by failures of commission g-overnment and the wide- 
spread dissatisfaction there is with (he direct primary. There 
should be improvement where improvement is possible, but it 
is foolish to contend that the postofHce-biisiness of the country 
is, on the whole, badly handled.
